Singular Sait Brought by a Pacific Mail Passenger 
—What a Raliroad Man Says of Southern — 
California's Boom—The Aggie 
Ready to Race. 


By Telegraph to the Times 
SAN Francisco, June 29. —[Special. | 
The non-partisan party whose circulars 
were issued yesterday, calling on the citi- 
zens of San Francisco to assist in purifying 
the municipal government, has secured 
headquarters at 325 Montgomery street and 
has appointed Charles J. King of. the Pa- 
cific Vinegar Works secretary. ‘“The pur- 
pose of this movement,” said Ira P. Ran- 
kin, one of the proprietors of the «’acific 
Iron Works anda member of the Repub- 
lican State Centra! Committee, today, ‘‘1s to 
unite decent voters in an effort to take the 
city government out of politics. The dis- 
graceful condition of municipal affairs is 
too well known to be recounted, and it is 
all due to the fact that politics rule. What 
the city needs is to get back to the condi- 
tion that existed subsequent to the perfect- 
ing labors of the vigilance committee. For 
anumber of years the municipal govern- 
ment was entirely out of politics, 
and the city’s affairs were  con- 
ducted on the principles we now desire 
to adopt. The rule pursued at that time 
was to select a committee of citizens who 
made nominations for municipal offices. 
The Republican party always waited until 
these nominations were made and then in- 
dorsed them. The Democracy, however, 
always fought the movement, and invaria- 
bly put a straight Democratic ticket into the 
field, which was beaten during the time the 
non-partisan party was in existence. I do 
not understand that it is the intention to 
nominate an independent ticket or to make 
an onslaught upon the dollar limit, but the 
idea is to secure the support of a sufficient 
number of good citizens to force the two 
great parties to nominate respectable, hon- 
est and reliable men for office. The busi- 
ness men of the city, without regard to 
| politics, appear to be ready to support such 
@ movement, and a strong effort will be 
made to carry it to success. The city wants 
amore liberal government, better streets 
and sewers and more adequate school facili- 
ties. There is not much prospect of secur- 
ing these things until politics shall have 
ceased to dictate the policy of the city.” . 
Charles 5, Ming, socreiary of the organ- 
ization, stated that the proposition set forth 
in the circular was meeting with a hearty 
reception from business men without re- 
gard to their political views. “At present,” 
said he, “there is no intention to place an 
independent ticket in the field until we see 
what course the regular parties propose to 
pursue. The idea is to make the move- 
ment so formidable in the matter of num- 
bers as to force the regular parties to place 
none but first-class, reliable men in nomi- 
nation. It is probable, too, that an effort 
will be made to eliminate the dollar-limit 
pledge from party platforms, 


KEEPING HIS SECRET. 


How Engineer Taylor Received His 
Death Wound. 

SAN Francisco, June 29.—[{Special.] 
“I am shot, but how it happenedis my 
secret, and I will take it with me to the 
grave.” This is the only explanation E. P. 
Taylor, a steamboat engineer, will give 
about a bullet wound through: his left lung, 
from which he is now dying in the hospital. 
Today, however, from outside parties, it 
was learned how the wound was caused. 
It seems he had became infatuated with 
Mrs. Clara Reed, a lady doctor. Doctress 
Reed treated him kindly and even expressed 
pity for him, but said she could not return 
his love. He pleaded; she refused. Finally, 
about a week since, while she was in her 
parlor, he entered an adjoining room, lay 
down close to the wail nearest her, put a 
pistol to his breast and fired. The state- 
mentis now made that to avoid publicity 
the Doctress had him laid on a couch, and 
with her delicate instruments cut out the 
builet, and after he had gained: a trifle of 
strength sent him to the hospital, with the 
promise that he would never tell the circum- 
stances of the case. ‘ W. 


ALLEGED OUTRAGE, 


The Complaint of a Pacific Mail 
Passenger. 

San FRANcIScO, June 29.—([Special.] 
William G. Blunt, a minor, by William A. 
Nygh, his guardian, has filed a complaint 
against the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany to recover $50,000 damages. He avers 
that on the 22d of last March he paid the 
company $35 for transportation to San 
Francisco. He took passage on the steam- 
ship Newport for Aspinwall, crossed the 
Isthmus of Darien and embarked on board 
the steamship Acapulco at Panama, April 
4th. Itis charged that when the steamship 
was opposite the city of Apaculca, Mexico, 
Blunt was forcibly taken from the vessel 
and placed on a desert island, where he was 
confined with persons afflicted with a loath- 
some and contagious disease, smallpox, 
where he remained until the 9th of May. It 
is charged that said acts of the company 
were willful aud malicious, wherefore dam- 
ages are demanded as above stated. This 
vessel was reported here several days before 
her arrival as having a number of cases of 
smallpox on board, 


Death of ‘on. Elliott 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29.—Gen. Washing- 
ton L. Elliott died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease this afternoon in the office of the Safe 
Deposit and ‘rust Company, of which in- 
stitution he was vice-president. Gen. 
Elliott was a native of Pennsylvania and 
about 65 years ef age. He entered the army 
from the United States Military Academy 
and served through the Mexican and civil 
wars. In the latter he obtained the rank of 
Brevet Major-General of Volunteers. He 
reéntered the regular servite at the close of 
the war and was placed on the retired list in 
March, 1879, being at that time Colonel of 
the Third Cavalry. 


Surrendered Himee'lf. 

SAN Francisco, June 29.—John W. 
Pearson, who is charged with having mis- 
appropriated funds of the- Phil Sheridan 
Mining Company, surrendered himself, to- 
day and secured his release on bonds. The 
specific charge against Mr, Pearson is the 
alleged embezzlement of $60,000 while act- 
ing in the capacity of treasurer of the min- 
ing company.

It will thus be seen that, even under 
ordinary circumstances, the outlook 
for Republican success is most flatter- 
‘ing. When, however, we take into 
consideration the exceptional circum- 
stances under which the contest is to 
be fought; the relative position of the 
two parties on a question which so 
nearly affects the welfure—nay, the 
very existence—of nine-tenths of the 
voters; then it must be conceded that 
it is difficult for any cool, discriminat- 
ing man to see how any other result is 
possible.

New Lonpon (Ct), Jane 20,—[By the 
Associated Press.| The eleventh annual 
eight-oared race between the university 
crews of Yale and Harvard was rowed this 
afternoon-over the Thames River course, 
four miles, straightaway, and was won by 
Yale by 24 lengths. The time was 20 min- 
utes 10 seconds. Harvard’s time was 21 
minutes 14 seconds. The series of races 
between these two college crews now 
stands 6 to 5 in favor of Yale. Yale’s time 
today is the fastest ever made on the river, 
surpassing that made last year by Harvasd, 
20 minutes and 20 seconds, in the race with 
the Columbias. 

A fresh, cool wind was blowing from the 
east this afternoon but the high banks on 
the east side of the river protected the 
course for the Yale-Harvard race so that it 
was in almost perfect condition. There 
was Dut little betting. Slight odds in Yale’s 
favor were offered, with few takers. The 
Harvard’s clung to their old stroke. 

The story of the race can be briefly sum- 
marized: Yale had a better crew than she 
has ever had before, and they gave the 
‘most perfect exhibition of eight-oared 
racing ever seen on the Thames. Their 
movements from start to finish were the 
perfection of grace, Harvard, however, 
rowed with the poorest crew she has ever 
sent to New London, and the 
worst dofeat Harvard ever got from a Yale 
crew. In fact, it was simply a walk-over 
from start to finish.

The Army Appropriation Bill 


Under Debate. 


Southern Senators Object to Strength- 
ening the Country’s Defenses. 


A Sharp Passage of Arms Between 
Hawley and Cockrell. 


The House Devotes Another Day to the Mille Bill 
and Finally Gets Through the Faee List © 
Section—Other Matters at the 
National Capital.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), June 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Senate.—The Senate 
resumed consideration of the Arnry Appro- 
priation Bill, the pending question being 
Mr. Hawley’s amendment offered yester- 
day.

vested in steel works, spend another $1,000,- 
000 in putting a plant in order to turn outa 
single perfected .gun which might be re- 
jected when made, After the harassing ex- 
perience of old John Roach, not one manu- 
facturer would spend $1,000,000 in making a 
gun. He defended the Ordnance Bureau 
of the army and navy, to which, he said, 
the grossest injustice had been done. 

Mr. Butler said that if the Senator from 
Maryland had been a member of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs or the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs he would soon have 
come to the conclusion that those ordnance 
officers were subject to a very trying ordeal.

AN EVENTFUL SESSION OF THK 
BOAKD UF FUREBHOLDERS. 


Fixing the Salarics of the City’s Of- 

fictale—The Councilmen Will Get 

$1800 a Year, and the Mayor 
$3000—Same Other Changes. 


At the regular semi-weekly meeting of 
the Board of Freeholders, yesterday after- 
noon, there were present the Mayor and 
Messrs. Robinson, Scott, Mansfield, Estu- 
dillo, Brown, Dunkelberger, Moore, Book, 
LBenebrake, Mackey and Kurtz. 

The matter of dividing the city into nine 
wards was passed to the next meeting. 

The manner of passing ordinances was 
discussed at length, and it was finally de- 
cided that no ordinance could be passed 
over the Mayor’s veto without the vote of 
three-fourths of the members. 

In the matter of publication of ordi- 
nances, it was decided that they should be 
printed in some daily newspaper of the 
city. 

Maj. Boncbiake got in one on the Fourth 
of July by moving that the city should not 
any year give more than $2000 for its cele- 
bration, Carried. ‘The same gentleman 
then got ina provision that no flags other 
than the United States and State flags 
should be hoisted upon any public building 
ot the city. 

Article 4 was then taken up and.con- 
sidered. The section relating to the duties 
of the Mayor was allowed to go as in the 
rejected charter. The duties of City Clerk 
aud Clerk of the Council were combined. 
The duties of 

‘j THE CITY AUDITOR 
were discussed for some inoments in a quiet 
way, and the old charter was finally altered 
by requiring him to keep an account of all 
money paid to the Treasurer, ard the Treas- 
urer shall receive no money except when 
notified to do so by the Auditor. 

The City Treasurer was the subject of 
much discussion vy Col. Dunkelberger. He 
Wanted to require that the money be 

DEPOSITED IN THE BANKS * 
or the city, and not stored away in vaults 
whe, *@ it would be taken out of circulation, 
and w ould not do the people any geod. 

Mr, B. Studillo said he would certainiy op- 
pose Col. Dunkelberger’s motion, because 
the public t('ds were a sacred trust, to be 
for the’ pubiie good, and not ts pe 
loaned out by ue banks, and while he had 
faith in every Dank of the city, yet he 
doubted the constitutional right to put the 
public money in au, other bands than the 
tity. 

Col. Dunkelberger said in defense of his 
position that it was the custom in Philadel- 
phia, a staid and respectable city, to de- 
posit the money in the banks, and the peo- 
ple got the benefit of it. When this matter 
awas brought up, he said, there were always 
some particularly virtuous persons who 
would oppose it, and he did not see how 
they could do so ubless they were person- 
ally interested in getting the 

MONEY IN THE VAULTS 
and out of the way of the banks, He 
dian’t mean to be persona!, but the people 
had seen so much of it that it was time for 
them to put their foot down ard do some- 
thing to give the city relief. 

Mr Book backed up Mr. Dunkelberger, 
saying that the plan of locking up an im- 
nwise sum of money to remain idle for 
nearly a year was a poor one, and if the 
bank project couldn’t carry, be would like 
to see the matter referred to a committee of 
three to amend section 44 so as to provide 
that the Council may, by ordinance, estab- 
lace to keep the public 
money than in the vault. Messrs. bone- 
brake, Mackay and Dunkelberger were 
named as the committee. : 

Section 45, relating to the City Tax Col- 
lector, was read, and Gen. Mansfield said 
that he would move to reconsider the former 
action combining the offices of License and 
Tax Collector, as he had found that both 
were 

VERY IMPORTANT OFFICES, 
and one man would have too much re- 
eponsibility on him to take both offices. 

Mr. Estudillo said that there was no use 
for two offices, for the License Collector did 
not have work more than eight months in 
the year, and the ‘Tax Collector did ne more. 
The License Cellector’s work practically 
came within three months. 

Maj. Bonebrake supported the speaker, 
and said that, for his part, he would like to 
see the Assessor, Tax and License Collectors 
all in one cffice. This expensive plan be- 
longed to the old régime, when everything 
was dear and all salaries were high, but 
now it was time to get down to busihess. 
One man did the duties of these two offices 
in other cities, and one might do it here. 

The questior on the motion to create the 
office of License Collector was called and 


lost. 

In section 45, prescribing the duties of 
the Tax Collector, the words “‘and licenses’”’ 
were inserted, Section 46 was eliminated, 
and section 47, showing the duties of the 
City Assessor, was 

READ TO ITS FULL LENGTH 
without any objection, and the number of 
the section was changed to 46. 

Sectiou 48 stoed pat, and section 49 on the 
duties of the City Engineer, was read with- 
out objection and adopted. 

Section 50, on the City Attorney, came up 
aud was passed, and section 51, on the Su- 
perintendent of Buildings, was called to 
their consideration. The old charter was 
found to cover the ground properly, and the 
section was adopted, and section 52, on the 
Water Overseer, was read. It passed in- 
tact, and then the duties of the Street Su- 
perintendent were read. 

Maj. Bonebrake wanted a clause inserted 
to give the Snperintendant power to compel 
anybody tearing up the streets to put them 
back in repair and keep them. so. Gen. 
Mansfield said that it was not the province 
of the board to make -_ such provision, 
but it might be leit to the Council... The 
motion of Maj. Bonebrake got no second, 
and the section was adopted as read. 

The duties of the Chief of Police were 
read in sections 54, 55, 56 and 57 and left as 
- the old charter. Sections 58 and 59 on

HEALTH OFFICER 
and Police Judges were passed. 

Under the head of annual reports of 
officers there was a suggestion to have them 
report before going out of office in De- 
ecember, and Mr. Robinson moved that the 
reports be made on or before the 15th day 
of December. The different clauses of the 
section showing what the reports of the 
different officers should contain were read 
and adopted. 

The date of making annual estimates of 
expenses of the various officers remains 
unchanged, and section 65, on the adminis 
tration of oaths and affirmations was al- 
lowed to stand, ‘ 

Article 5, on official bonds, followed. 
There was no objection to the amounts of 
tlre various bonds and the next section on 
the nature and manner of making the bonds 
was presented without any protest, and the 
whole articie was adopted. . 

Maj. Estudillo made a motion here to ad- 
Our, but it was voted down in view of the 

mportant matter coming on. 

iticle 6, fixing the salaries of officers, 
was begun, ani the first ubjection was reg-

CONSUMPTION. 


From consumers, “to waste away,” usually 
applied to the advanced stage of lung disease. 
he following are prominent symptoms in 
the first stage, and whenever any of them ex- 
ist a thorough examination should be made, 
witb a view to arresting the disease as shown 
to exist: There is usually a sense of weari- 
ness upon a little exercise, a disposition to re- 
main passive and idie, despondency, often 
from no apparent cause, a peculiar sensitive- 
ness to the effect of cold, and a breathlessness 
upon moving quickly, or descending a hill or 
stairs, a slight, hacking cough, with or with- 
out expectoration, excitability upon slight 
occasions, flying pains through the chest or 
back, or under the shoulder biades. The 
symptoms are more noticeable toward or 
during the night, slight fever in the after- 
noon, cold feet or hands, or in Many cases, 
blue lividity of the lips and roots of the 
finger-nails. 

Constitutional or tubercular consumption is 
acommon form of lung-disease The progrese 
is slow, but if left to itwelf is no less sure. It 
usually begins with a dry cough. At first 
these tubercies are exeneeineny minute, the 
patient not atall suspecting their presence. 
Gradually they develop into more active dis- 
ease, and then follows the train of symptoms 
which leaves no doubt as to its true character. 
Sometimes spitting of blood or slight streaks 
in the mucus is the first ind cation of tuber- 
cular deposits, or it may be a chiliy sensation 
in the back, followed by more or less heat in 
the patme of the hands, or an afternoon flush 
on the cheeks. The s'ow and gradual inroads 
of thib form of consumption leave the stom- 
ach and appetite undisturbed for a consider- 
abie time. Finally, however, hectic fever and 
night sweats supervene, preceded by diar- 
rhea. Then the jose of strength and flesh 
becomes rapid, the chest contracts, the feat- 
ures sharpen, the éye attains an unusual 
brilliancy, and the patient begins to realize 
that he isin the last stage of confirmed con-
